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WASHINGTON.—The Army has 
authorized an estimated 6500 of- 
ficers and Warrant officers, mostly 
newly commissioned, to wear the 
Army’ Green uniform during the 
rest of this winter uniform season. 

Authority to wear Army Green 
instead of the presently authorized 
pinks and greens which all officers 
outside the Washington area must 
wear, is effective for all commis- 
sioned after February 1, who come 
on active duty or active duty for 
training for six months or more. 

These individuals not only are 
authorized to wear the Army 
Green uniform for duty, including 
duty with troops, but also will wear 
the accessories of the Army Green 
uniform with the summer uniform 
in those areas where the summer 
uniform is authorized or required 
before May 1. 

The Army has already ordered | 
wear of the Army Green acces- 
sories by all individuals, begin- 
ning May 1, except for those who 
expect to be separated before| 
October 1. 

Affected by the order will be 
the graduates of various Officer 
Candidate Schools, ROTC officers 
being called to active duty for the 
first time, men appointed warrant 
officers, either by direct appoint- 
ment or on graduation from school 
or from helicopter pilot training. 

The step was taken after ap- 
proval by assistant Defense Sec- 
retary Reuben B, Robertson, Jr., 
of a recommendation of Army 
Secretary Wilber Brucker. It was

FORT CHAFFEE, Ark. — Ap- 
tely one-fourth of all

Horses at Arlington 


WASHINGTON—The Cadillac will replace the caisson 
at Arlington National Cemetery because the Army says that 
hearses are cheaper than horses. 





A study by the comptroller, 


Military District of Washington, | 


based on the number of burials in 
the cemetery during June, July 
and August of last year, indjcated 
that the traditional military fu- 
neral cost $175 apiece and one in 
which a motor hearse was used to 
carry the casket only $2.15. 

The study showed, an Army 
spokesman said, that if motor 
hearses are used, the Army can 
expect costs of about $8000 a year 
or less, after purchase of the 
hearses. This includes salaries of 
the chauffeurs, maintenance of the 
vehicles, and such indirect costs 
as the comptroller chese to include 
in his calculations.

On the other hand, if the caisson 
is used, the costs come to about 
$72,000 annually. . This includes 
the cost of the horses, salaries for 
the 15 men and one officer, the 
pro-rated cost for veterinary in- 
snections, and indirect costs (of 
$25,000 a year) for forage, feed, 
equipage, replacements, ete. 





By cutting out the caisson, the 
Army said it will save roughly 
$70,000 a year.

AFFECTED BY this decision are 
the Army’s 16 matched grays and 
the one black horse which, for gen- 
erals and cavalry officers, follows 
the caisson to the graveside, sad- 
died and with boots placed back- 
wards in the stirrup.

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We Need a New GI Bill - 


HE CURRENT attempts in both Senate and House to 
T extend some benefits of the GI Bill to men who entered 
the service after Jan. 31, 1955 merit the support of fair- 
minded and thoughtful Americans. Not only would proper 
use of these benefits contribute to the country’s defense, 
but their extension would right a wrong visited upon a large 
part of the nation’s youth. 

In the’ Senate, a move headed by Senator Neuberger of 
Oregon would extend for the life of the draft law all benefits 
of the Korea GI Bill to men serving since Jan. 31, 1955, the 
present cut-off date., His proposal would also allow $500 a 
year to pay for schooling: tuition, a grant similar to the one 
given ‘veterans of World War II. A compromise measure 
fostered by Senator Humphrey of Minnesota would merely 
extend the Korea GI Bill rights for four years, without the 
provision for tuition money. (Humphrey is sympathetic to 
the first bill but feels his has the better chance of Senate 
passage. ) 

* Similar moves in the House are headed by such people as 
Rep. Edith Rogers, Rep. Kenneth Keating and Rep. Olin 
Teague. The House measures, upon which hearings are to 
begin soon, will probably encompass in their final form all of 
the old benefits like mustefing-out and jobless pay, as well 
as limited aids to. education. At least, that is the view of 
Mr. Teague, who had a principal hand in writing the Korea 
GI Bill, a considerably less liberal version of its War II 
predecessor. 

While it is our view that any extension of GI Bill educa- 
tional benefits to “peacetime” veterans would be a fair and 
proper thing, we hope that legislators will not impose 
crippling strictures upon the new measures which would 
make them of doubtful value. There is, for instance, a feeling, 
current among civilians and 'some’older servicemen alike, that 
“peacetime service” is an innocuous thing not to be compared 
to service in time of war and therefore meriting no special 
reward. This may be true (though we suspect that the most 
vocal proponents of this point of view are people who never 
got within ten miles of an enemy bullet). It is true also, as 
many! point out, that’ every patriot should expect to give 
some ¥ to his country’s service, and that one is lucky to 
be called in peacetime. But the dislocation of a person’s life 
may be as serious in one case as in another, and the question 
of “rights’’ remains something to be argued from diverse 
personal’ viewpoints, perhaps necessarily selfish ones. 

We prefer to look at it from what may be termed a sort 
of collective selfishness, one that considers the good of the 
nation above all. Viewed in this light, we believe, any educa- 
tional aid which Can ‘bé’ viveri these youths will ‘prove ‘to be 
a wise investment. 

For, as current figures will show, the United States-is 
not turning out the number of educated men needed to main- 
tain the country at its present productive level, or to, serve 
as a bulwark against technological aggression. During the 
year ending in 1949,.American universities graduated 263,554 
male students. The figure was even higher the following 
year: 328,841—an unknown number of whom were War II 
veterans studying under the GI Bill. But in each of the years 
since, the number of graduates has decreased so that in 1955 
only 182,463 obtained degrees. 

While some of this slackening-off must be attributed to 
failing interest in the educational process on the part. of 
youths generally, that is not the whole story. Of great sig- 
nificance is the fact that, under legal limits which exist to- 
day, only $248 million in'federal aid was granted to veterans 
for education and tvaining.in 1954. In'the same year a total 
of $44 billion in’ fedéetal money was spent on'veterans for all 
purpdses. 

An adjunct to this situation may be. offered*in the form 
of a brief quotation from the “Statistical Abstract of the 
United States, 1955’: ‘ : 

“. « » the number of Russian (engineering) graduates 
rose from 30,000 in 1952 to 63,000 in 1955, as compared to 
the United States, where the number of engineering gradu- 
ates decreased in the same period from 30,000 to 23,000.”

FORT CARSON, Colo.: I am in 
agreement with “Overaged” and 
M/Sgt. Wolz in your January 23 
issue. 

I am clessified with a primary 
MOS (113.88) operations and train- 
ing NCO, qualified as an instructor, 
and am the operations sergeant for 
an infantry regiment. Secondly, I 
am qualified as a sergeant major or 
first sergeant. 

I heave been a first sergeant in 
1942, again in 1948, and for a 
while of a rifle company of this 
regiment.

Manning Guns 
In Greenland 


FORT TOTTEN, N. Y.—Button 
p! 
It’s 20° below.and the wind is 
howling along at 35 miles per 
hour. Unusual? No, just an ordi- 
nary day that you: have to face— 
that is, if you happen to be sta- 
tioned with the 7th AAA Group 
at Thule Air Base in Greenland. 
Thule, a name coined by the 
ancient Greeks to . depict the 
legendary land beyond Britain, 
now identifies a very real and im- 
portant military outpost—an: air 
base of international consequence. 
Thule lies athwart the most direct 
air lanes between the Soviet long- 
range bomber bases of the Moscow- 
Murmansk complex and the in- 
dustrial and communication cen- 
ters of Canada and the northern 
United States. 
« * * 
CONCURRENT with the recent 
development: of long-range global 
bombers, ‘Thule has cothe to as- 
sume a bigger role in our defense. 
Since Augast, 1953, when the 549th 
AAA Bn.:(90mm Gun) took over 
the Thule; AA defenses, AA men 
have been”stationed in Greenland. 
In July, 1955, the 7th AAA Group 
was activated in Thule, and all 
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Greenland AA*units were assigned 
to it. 


| On Sept..1, 1956, the 7th AAA 


Group was assigned to the Ist Anti- 
aircraft Regional - Command, 50 | 
that under Fe-vzional control, it} 
could be better integrated into the | 
anti-aircraft defense of the con-| 
tinental United States. 

Greenland’s 7th AAA Group is 

presently organized along the 
lines of the traditional 90mm 
and 75mm Skysweeper gun units; 
but there is a unique emphasis, 
Probably nowhere else in the 
world is the weather the sub- 
ject of so much serious discus- 
sion or the basis for so much 
planning . . . and weather in 
Thule means wind, 

Greenland’s much _ heralded 
winds are categorized in phases. 
Winds from 15 to 25 knots are clas- 
sified as Phase I, 26 to 39 knots as 
Phase II, and 40 knots or above as 
the dreaded Phase III. Life at 
Thule ig geared te the advent of 
Phase III, when all activity stops 
and humans head for their bar- 
racks (each one stocked with

GUN EMPLACEMENTS are also 
designed with an eye to the wind. 
Protected by the traditional sand 
bag revetments, these gun locations 
have huts adjacent to them, suf- 
ficiently large to house the mini- 
mum. -manning crew—this though 
the ‘barracks are only 50 to 100 
yards distant. 

Each spring with the thaw, 
revetments must be replaced, for 
during the winter, gale-force 
winds drive granite rock off the 
moraine into the sand bags, thus 
ripping the burlap and exposing 
frozen contents, 

Greenland temperatures range 
from a “comfortable” zero to 70 
below throughout the winter. To 
put this in perspective, commercial 
quick freezing of food is done at 
temperatures ranging from zero to 
45 below, assuredly a climate not 
ideal for human beings. 

Further, the cold combines with 
thé*wind to result in the phenome- 
non known as the chill factor. 
This is the rapidity with which 


: heat is stolen from its source, in 


this case, the human body. For ex- 
ample, when minus 10 degree air 
is moving at only 15 knots, freezing 
place many times. more 
quickly than it would were this still 
air.

METAL AT ZERO degrees 
Fahrenheit or below sticks to any 
exposed ‘flesh touching it, so re- 
pairmen must use caution in other- 
wise routine maintenance. 

Arctic travel conditions being 
hazardous, the local jacks-of-all- 
trades must answer the call. These 
men of the: battery utilities sec- 
tion must become _ thoroughly 
versed in all phases of mainten- 
ance, from the various aspects of 
steam engineering to the repair of 
Skipper—the name given to the 
pump-type commodes which serve 
in lieu of the familiar toilets. 

Because of the severe cold and 

the permafrost, water cannot be 
piped, but must be delivered in 





heated tank trucks, making this 
liquid a most precious com- 
modity. . Sewage waste must 
similarly be hauled in heated 
tank trucks to be treated and 
piped out deep into the sea. 

Due to the isolated locations of 
the 90mm batteries on the peri- 
phery of Thule Air Base, each bat-

In phase winds at sub zero 
temperatures, immediate repair is 
required, ‘Once the motor quits, 
the vehicle has no heat and drivers 
and passengers can freeze in less 
than an hour. 

At the motor pool and the 5ist 
Ordnance Co:, the mechanics as- 
signed to emergency missions can 
be easily identified by the cold 
“burns” on their hands and wrists. 
Despite the use of gloves to hold 
wrenches, the exposed wrist some-. 
times hits the metal surfaces where 
it sticks, leaving a,strip of raw 
flesh and a painful oren wound 
when the hand ‘is Witndrawn—a 
serious Arctic operational prob- 
lem.  ~ :

rely on the National Guard. In the 
Korean war, ~ example, it was 
necessary to call eight National 
Guard divisions and a large num- 
ber of supporting units to active 
duty. There is also an BB or 
called the Army Reserve, but that 
is largely a reservoir of unorgan- 
se individuals — names in a card 
ile. 

The National Guard has the com- 
bat units that would be essential 
if we needed citizen soldiers in 
a hurry. The Army Reserve, with 

a few exceptions, does not. 

The great trouble with the Na- 
tional Guard, as with all reserve 
organizations of the armed serv- 
ices, is that the citizen soldier, or 

airman, or sailor, or Marine, can 
afford ‘only a limited amount of 
time for training. 

He has to earn a living, and 
that takes up most of his time and 
absorbs most of his interest and 
attention. He has to have time for 
recreation and to be with his fam- 
ily if he has one. Or if he’s a young 
man, he needs. time to devote to 
education or job-training.

give ANY time, it is up to the law- 
makers to apply the draft to get 
enough men and enough time. 

Congress has been unwilling to 
do this for reserve forces, such as 
the National Guard. The draft ap- 
plies only to the regulars. 

So the National Guard still de- 
pends on voluntary @nlistments. It 
can’t keep up the strength of its 
units without a steady flow of vol- 
ulteers. 

But here’s no doubt that the 
training time available—the maxi- 
mum that can be required on a 
voluntary basis (one armory drill 
a week plus six weekend days a 
year and an annual summer field 
period of two weeks) is just about 
enough to keep up unit efficiency 
PROVIDED the original intake of 
recruits has already had a period 
of active-duty training. 

On this point, almost all experi- 
enced officers of the National 
Guard are agreed. But they don’t 
agree that a b!2nket demand for 
six months’ training is the answer. 
So long a period would interfere 
with educational programs and job 
prospects. Many a youth who 
would otherwise join the Guard 
would shy away from a six-month 
active-duty hitch.

THE COMPROMISE suggestion 
that the Guard officers put for- 
ward seems to make sense. 

It is this: 

Require every Guard recruit to 
take 11 weeks of training. This is 
enough to get through the hard- 
core basic training required for all 
recruits. Then adapt armory, week- 
end and summer training sched- 
ules so as to fill in the other sub- 
jects needed to prepare the man 
for whatever military specialty he 
may be fitted for. 

Eleven weeks of training won’t 
scare off many recruits. It can be 
gotten through in a single summer; 
it won’t interfere, with schooling. 

The air units of the National 
Guard already require such a pe- 
riod of basic training and are do- 
ing very well with it. The Army 
units certainly do not need ‘more 
basic training than those of the 
Air Force.

OU should have seen the entries piling in, from everywhere and in surprising abun- 
, dance. When they had all been assembled they reached from down here to up there, 
gratifying evidence for the Times’ staff of the enthusiastic response to this newspaper’s 


photographic contest. 

The task of searching out the 
winners from among the thousands 
of prints and slides submitted be- 
came tougher and tougher as the 
committee approached the finish of 
the long period gem 
of selection and %, 
rejection ihat 
ended in the 
final picking of 
the 43 winners, 
33 for  black- 
and-white pic- ; 
tures, 10 for © 
color slides. 

The winners,

ng various 
branches of the DESCHIN 
service, will receive a total of 
$2500 in United States Savings 
Bonds (face value) and their win- 
ning pictures will have their first 
public showing at the Second Bi- 
ennial International Photographic 
Exposition in Washington, March 
22 to 31, the biggest photographic 
event ever held in the United 
States. 


The pictures will be displayed in 
the Department of Commerce 
building, occupying the principal 
place ia an exhibition which will 
include representative pictures de- 
scribing various activities of the 
several service branches. When the 
show is over, the winning pictures 
will start a tour of military sta- 
tions that will take them around 
the world (the slides will be en- 
larged to 11x1¢inch color prints) 
so that they can be seen by serv- 
icemen everywhere.

THUS, CONTRIBUTORS to the 
contest, winners and losers alike, 
will have a first-hand opportunity 
to study the kinds of photographs 
that stand to win contests. It is

hoped that as a result those who 
for one reason or another did not 
submit anything will be encour- 
aged to try their hands at the next 
contest. Others who did not make 
the grade this time may find in the 
pictures some clues to what it will 
take to make the grade the next 
turn around. ~ 

To help servicemen in this re- 
spect, tentative plans call for a 
commentary on tape which will dis- 
cuss some of the reasons for pick- 
ing the winners in each case. The 
recording will accompany the show. 

The judging was done at the 
Sheraton Park Hotel by an all-star 
panel headed by William O. Doug- 

las, Supreme Court Justice, him- 
self an amateur of considerable 
distinction. Mr. Justice Douglas, as 
you may know, has been taking pic- 
tures for some years, as a kind of 
pictorial reporting medium in his 
travels to distant places. 

His photography is no idle pas- 
time, for the resulting pictures 
have been -used in his travel 
books as a medium of documen- 
tation and communication to sup- 
plement and elaborate his com- 
ment and descriptions on what 
he found out about people and 
places as he moved from one 
locale to another. 

He is primarily interested in con- 
tent and although he admires good 
craftsmanship, he is much more 
sympathetic to the picture that 
shows what people look like, how 
they behave and the environment 
in which they live. 

This approach was shared by the 
other four judges who in addition, 
because of their closer association 
with photography, which is their 








profession (as photographers and 
writers and editors in the field) 
looked for other photographic val- 
ues as well. One of these, Arthur 
Rothstein, ‘chief photographer and 
technical photographic director at 
Look Magazine, was greeted by the 
Justice as “the man who taught me 
how to use the Leica.” Bruce 
Downes, editor of Popular Photog- 
raphy, another judge, also had 
something personal to recall; his 
magazine once ran a piece on the 
Justice as a photographer, 
. . . 

‘IN. ADDITION to your colum- 
nist, the other judge was Joseph 
Costa, chief photographer of King 
Features Syndicate, an enterpris- 
ing press photographer for many 
years, and extremely active in press 
photography. Thus, the panel rep- 
resented several different areas of 
photographic experience, the Jus- 
tice as an amateur with a real pur- 
pose in photography and in this re- 
spect probably the closest to the 
level of the majority of the con- 
testants: two working photogaph- 
ers, one in the newspaper field, the 
other in magazine work, and two 
photographic writers and editors. 

This range of background pro- 
vided a variety of attitude and 
judgment criteria the total effect 
of which was to assure an unbiased 
singling out of the best material 
the contest offered. 

Not that all was clear sailing.

To Be Interred in 1958 


WASHINGTON. — The Defense 
Department announced this week 
that formal plans for the selection, 
return from overseas and inter- 
ment at Arlington National Ceme- 
tery. of Unknown servicemen of 
War II and Korea have been com- 
pleted, 

The plans, approved by Defense 
Secretary Charles Wilson, provide | 
for the interment of the two Un- 


knowns at Arlington on Memo- 
rial Day 1958. 

President Eisenhower recently 
announced that he will request | 
a supplemental appropriation of 
$269,000 -to carry out the project. 

The last Congress authorized the 
burial of Korea Unknown while 
the plans for the War II Unknown 
were originated shortly after War 
II, but were postponed because of 
the Korea fighting. 

At the insistence of the major 
veterans’ groups, plans for the 
project were renewed last year. 

Representatives of the veterans’ 
organizations, military services, the 
Commission of Fine Arts helped 
work out the plans with the Quar- 
termaster General, who was as- 
signed overall direction of the 
project.

In the race to produce foreign 
language specialists, the Army’s 
school at the Presidio of Monterey 
has almost 2000 students, under the 
supervision of more than 500 in- 
structors—a ratie of one teacher 
to every four students. The Moscow 
State Institute of Foreign Lan- 
guages, according to information 
recently developed by the New 
York Times and _ intelligence 
sources, has 300 instructors for 
2500 students. 

Although the number of students 
is greater at the Moscow school, 
the Russians are given a five-year 
eourse, which means about 500 
graduates each year. At the Presi- 
dio, most of the language school’s 
courses last about one year. Some 
of the Oriental courses run for 18 
months, others last for only six 
months. 

Although the Russian course is 
obviously more complete, the Army 
figures its California school teach- 
es its students enough of the lan- 
guage to use it properly, for the 
Army’s and State Department’s 
purposes. 

Col. Walter E. Kraus, com- 
mandant of the Army Language 
School, recently announced the ad- 
dition of Burmese to the curricu- 
lum.

Honest Abe’s Admirals

With a seemingly endless flood 
of books on the Civil War pouring 
out of the publishing houses you 
might think that every aspect of 
that unhappy but fascinating eon- 
flict, down to the most ragged com- 
pany’s actions, had been covered. 

But nearly all of the Civil War 
books, both history and fiction, deal 
with the men and events in the 
land battles. Yet there was a very 
real war at sea, and that story has 
been pretty well neglected. It was, 
of course, somewhat less dramatic 
but it was none the less decisive. 
Had it not been for the power. of 
the Federal Navy many believe the 
North could never have beaten the 
South into submission.

RAF SPEE (The Life 
and Death of a Raider) 
by Dudley Pope. J. B. Lip- 
pincott Co., Philadelphia.

During her brief career .at sea 
the pocket battleship Graf von Spee 
was the terror of the South At- 
lantic and the darling of the Ger- 
man navy. The wallowing tankers 


‘and freighters plying the ship 


lanes were sitting ducks to this 
magnificent, sleek and speedy war- 
ship. The Graf Spee had a picnic 
until the British navy got on her 


’ track. 


Thereafter it was a case of the 
hares. chasing the hound, as three 
destroyers, the Achilles, ‘the Ajax, 
and the Exeter, all of which were 
out-gunned and badly out-ranged 
by the Graf Spee, kept up the re- 
lentless chase. 

The kill came in mid-December, 
1939, when the war was only 
months old. The three sea bull- 
dogs with skill and daring that 
would have made Lord Nelson 
jump with joy overtook the Graf 
Spee just off the coast of Uruguay. 
They took frightful punishment as 
they came under her heavy guns 
but kept steaming closer and 
closer until their own guns and 
torpedoes could hammer the Spee, 
Thereafter these small ships never 
let the Spee out of range until 
she fled into the Platte River near 
Montevideo. There the laws of 
neutrality protected the Graf Spee 
for a few precious hours, The 
world held its breath to see if the 
famed pocket battlewagon would 
fight her way out of the trap. 

On Sunday, Dec. 17, Capt. Hans 
Langsdorff, commander of the 
crippled Graf Spee, had made his 
decision . . . or had been ordered 
by Hitler . . . and took his ship 
into the river channel and blew 
her to bits. 


Capt. Langsdorff, whose foes at- | 


tested his courage and skill in 
fighting his ship, waited until after 
the funeral of the members of his 
crew who had died in the battle. 
Then he put a bullet through his 
own head. 

Mr. Pope’s book is fast-paced 
and easily read and understood. 
He tells a good story of a battle 
the like of which will probably 
never happen again. The unblink- 
ing eye of radar and long range 
airplanes will preclude such a 
blind. engagement as these four | 
ships fought that December day in 
1939.

Of all the battles during World 
War Il, few are more widely 
known, and, at the same time, as 
little understood as the action at 
Dieppe. While everyone recognizes 
the name, few actually know what 
occurred there or why it happened. 
Even today, when Dieppe is men- 
tioned, the question persists, 
“Well, was it an invasion at- 
tempt?” 

R. W. Thompson provides a de- 
finitive answer to this and all the 
other questions which surround 
the landing and eight hours of ac- 
tion ashore. His book reveals 
painstaking réSearch in War Office 
and Cabinet papers and survivor 
interviews to reconstruct the de- 
tails of the operation.

IT IS a grim story for, of the 
6000 men who silently left Eng- 
land the night of Aug. 18, 1942, 
less than one-third returned. More 
than 4000 dead, wounded, and pris- 
oners were left in France. The 
magnitude of the casualties can 
be measured from the fact that 
the Canadians lost more prisoners 
from their contribution of 5000 
troops than they lost in the entire 
11 months’ campaign in western 
Europe, or the 20 months in Italy. 

The purpose of the raid’was to 
test the defenses of Fortress Eu- 
rope. Once ashore, the raiders were 
to silence the Hess and Goebbels 
batteries which commanded the 
Dieppe area, destroy certain instal- 
lations, capture and evacuate Ger- 
man landing craft in the harbor, 
and take prisoners.

OHN Gay’s “Beggar’s Opera” was first produced in 

January, 1728 — 229 years ago. Its frequent revivals 
and recent long runs (1920 and 1940) have all been un- 
qualified successes. John Gay’s study of London’s riff-raff 
of the 18th century is a comic opera—or antique musical comedy, if 
you like. It consists mostly of popular hit tunes of that day— 
some by such names as Purcell and Handel—with racy. lyrics, -It 
was sensational then because it used English as an operatic. lan- 
guage and by its contrast with Italiam opera. The same reasons 
still hold today. RCA Victor’s new two-record release (LM-6048, 
$7.98) features a dual cast of singers and actors from the Old Vic, 
plus the Pro Arte Orchestra and chorus directed by Sir Maleolm 
Sargent. 

The singers include such experienced and fine performers as 
Elsie Morison, John Cameron, Monica Sinclair, lan Wallace, -as 
well as Owen Brannigan, Constance Shacklock, Alexander -Young, 
and Anna Pollak. The Old Vic actors are brisk and convincing, 
although the dual casting at times leads to some confusion. 

Accompanying the album is a booklet with the lyrics (but not 
the spoken parts), a fine essay by Frederic Austin, who scored and 
arranged the music, and Hogarth -reproductions. Altogether, in 
every way a fine item.

DECCA HAS come out with a pressing. of Beethoven's three 
most popular piano sonatas. Wilhelm Kempff plays the Pathetique, 
the Moonlight, and the Appassionata  (DL-9864, $3.98).

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| Atomic Energy Preserves Food J 


CHICAGO.—The world’s first kitchen to provide for foods preserved by atomic 
energy was exhibited at the annual Chicago winter furniture market here recently. 
Called the “Atoms for Living” kitchen, it is*built of plastic materials and has dis- 


appearing cabinets that drop down 
from above or pop up from below. 

The kitchen was designed by 
Kelvinator, at the request of the 
Monsanto Chemical Co., for in 
clusion in  Monsanto’s plastic 
“house of the future,” to be con- 
structed at Disneyland Park, Calif., 
this spring. 

Besides a. disappearing ultra- 
sonic dishwasher and _e'‘ectronic 
range, the kitchen includes three 
different types of refrigerated 
food-storage: freezer compartment, 
normal refrigerator compartment, 
and a third temperature zone for 
foods subjected to atomic irradia- 
tion, which will keep safely for 
long periods at moderately cool 

. temperatures,

Bruce H. Morgan of Chicago, direc- 
tor of the Quartermaster’s radia- 
tion-preservation program, reports 
that feeding tests involving four of 
the 21 food-types were launched 
during 1956 at cooperating uni- 
versity research laboratories, in- 
cluding Michigan, Ulinois, Cornell, 
Oregon, Texas A&M, and Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute (Au- 
burn). 

Two of the foods are to be fed 





to monkeys and rats, and the other 
19 to monkeys and dogs, according 
to Dr. Morgan. Animals are segre- 
gated into three groups, one of 
which is fed non-irradiated food 
for “control” and comparison pur- 
poses. The other groups are fed 
foods subjected to two different 
“dose” levels of» irradiation, both 
of which are strong enough to have 
a “sterilizing” effect on the bac- 
-teria that cause food decay. After 
irradiation, the foods are held six 
months at room temperature.

The creation of a woman's national military academy to train young 
ladies who are interested in making the armed forces their career, has 
been proposed by the legislation recommendations committee of the 
National Federation of Business and Professional Women’s Clubs,

our national board will look with.favor on supporting '¢gislation to 
provide young women who wish to enter the armed services with the 
same opportunity for training which we give to’ young men, either 
sharing the present facilities or having ene military establishment for 
women,” ort; ; 

Miss Palmer further states that, “, . . the latest records of the De- 
fense Department show a total of 33,805 women in the armed forces

65th Builds 
Causeway In

SCHOFIELD BARRACKS, T.H. 
—The construction of a 300-foot- 
long floating causeway in Hilo Har- 
bor has been completed by men of 
Co. D, 65th Engr.

A. Yes, if separated under 
honorable conditions. What the 
writer referred to was that Feb. 
1, 1957 marked the first discharge 
day for two-year men who are not 
entitled to Korea GI Bill benefits, 
including mustering-out pay. This 
is because they entered active 
service on or after Feb. 1, 1955 
and initial settlement could not 
be earned after Jan. 31, 1955.

The rises 
tover a wide variety of products 
and commodities including steel, 
electrical alloys, crude oil, news- 
rint, dyes, plywood and hogs, just 
name a few. These increases 
have already affected household 
appliances, furniture (at the fac- 
tory), sugar and cottonseed and 
soybeans, all of which will soon 
reach the housewife and the home 
furnisher. 

In fact the wholesale price in- 
dex (Government statistics) 
showed a 4,4 percent rise in all 
wholesale commodities for the 
year 1956 which was the biggest 
bulge since the painful inflation 
following the Korean war. 

The effect of increases which 
have reached down to the consum- 
er and have added automatically to 
inflationary forces, is seen in the 
wage increases of industrial work- 
ers tied to the cost of living scale. 

The pesssimists: hayen’t found 
much to pinpoint as a basis for bust 
fears. But it has been noted that 
some of the earlier, hopeful fore- 
casts have been at least tempered, 
as far as long-range predictions go, 
and one thing that has given 
ground for the bearish opinions— 
though here, again, there is no 
time element mentioned—is the de- 
cline noted in orders for machine 
tools which has been going on for 
some months.

GYROSCOPE TRAVEL PAY 
NOT EASY TO COLLECT 


Travel pay under Operation 
Gyroscope is somewhat different 
from that under ordinary perma- 
nent change of station orders. For 
one thing, travel is by groups and 
units, rather than on an individual 
basis. This may -cause inconveni- 
ence to those who are granted 
leave en route—as, for example, 
a brief run home before departure 
for overseas. 

If a member of a Gyroscope unit 
is granted leave when the unit 
moves, and his orders instruct him 
to show up at the port at a defi- 
nite future date will Uncle Sam 
pey his equivalent travel expenses 

m last duty station to the port? 
It does not seem to work that way, 
unless entitlement to travel pay, 
per diem, etc., is specifically 
spelled out in his delay en route 
orders. 

Upon a Gyroscope move, there- 
fore, if a soldier is granted leave 
to visit home—as many of them 
are—with orders to show up at the 
port of embarkation, he should 
read his travel orders to see wheth- 
er travel pay is provided. If it is 
not, he should not count on getting 
it on the basis of an unwritten 
statement that it will be straight- 
ened out when he gets back to 
his unit.

‘INDEFINITES’ WHO RESIGN 
MAY GET CASH LEAVE PAY 


Indefinite enlistees who resign 
after serving six years on an inde- 
finite enlistment may or may not 
be granted a lump-sum cash pay- 
ment for their accrued leave — de- 
pending on whether they are serv- 
ing Stateside or overseas. The 
Army regulation on the subject— 


AR 35-1020—does not make this dis- |. 


tinction too clear, and some confu- 
sion has resulted. Before he re- 
signs, the indefinite should know 
where he stands with regard to 
getting paid for his accrued leave, 

If one who is serving Stateside 
resigns from an indefinte enlist- 
ment after his six ygars on it has 
been served, he is not required to 
“declare his intention to reenlist.” 
Therefore, he is entitled to a lump- 
sum cash payment for his accrued 
leave—up to the 60-day limitation 
— even though he reenlists the 
next day to fill his own vacancy. 

His resignation is regarded as an 
“unconditional” one. He may find 
it difficult to retain his own posi- 
tion, might even forfeit his entitle- 
ment to his quarters, etc. — but 
such contingencies are not likely 
to occur. 

If serving overseas, his resigna- 
tion from an indefinite enlistment 
is not granted unless he “declares 


his intention to reenlist.” There- |. 


fore, his resignation is not uncon- 
ditional, and he is not entitled to 
the lump-sum payment for his ac- 
crued leave. He must carry the 
‘leave over into the new enlistment. 
Occasionally a paymaster makes 
a mistake, and refuses to pay the 
Stateside man for his accrued 
leave. In that case he merely puts 
in a claim for it, through channels, 
to the Finance Center, U.S. Army,

IMPROVEMENTS made last 
year were almost as impressive as 
those projected for the next 12 
months.

IT HAS A. FAKE CHURCH 





VERONA; Italy. — What 
appears to be a peaceful rural 
village in Castelnuovo, Italy, 
is actually an Army storage 
point which has operated un- 
der three flags in its 20-year 
history. Built.by the Italian 
Army in 1936, the depot has 
false chimneys and urban 
type architecture as an aerial 


repair shops. 

In one warehouse, there are 
about five million maps’ neatly 
stacked on skids a ng to area, 
scale and military Category, There 
is also a warehouse of the Euro- 
pean Exchange System which 
stocks $200,000 worth of post ex- 
change items within its walls. 

To disguise the storage- point 
from the air, one warehouse was 
built in the shape of a church 
and the adjoining bell tower is 
in reality a water tower for the 
eight-acre supply point. Homes 
for personnel operating the 
depot were constructed in the 
area for further camouflage. 
During War UU, the German 
army operated the Castelnuove 
supply point, employing prisoners 
of war from several European na- 
tions. American bomber pilots, 
however, destroyed several resi- 
dences and warehouses in the area 
before American troops captured 
it, Castelnuovo then became a 
U.S. supply point during the rest 
of the war.

NOW, with the Southern Euro- 
pean Task Force here to serve as 
the ground atomic delivery force 
for the Italian army, the depot is 
a joint operation.
